“THREE HUMBLE TRADES.

(By the Rev. Canon H. 'W. B. THOMPSON, 


Ar the north-east corner of the church- 
yard of St. Catherine’s Church, 
Thomas street, Dublin, there is a tomb- 
stone with the following inscription : 
'“ Near to this spot, beside a father’s 
grave, three humble tradesmen founded 
the Protestant Orphan Society, A.D. 1828. 
Hallowed by such a remembrance, this 
ground has been set apart, as a resting- 
place for the remains of those orphans in 
Dublin and its vicinity, whom the Father 
of the fatherless may call unto Himself. 
‘Suffer little children to come unto me.’ 
Luke XVIII. 16.”’ 

Then follow the names of the orphans 
buried in the grave. The first name on 
the tombstone is that of Benjamin Walker, 
admitted to the Society in 1836, who diod 
four years Jater. The second name is that’ 
of Robert Clarke, the seventieth orphan 
under the-care of the Society, admitted in 
1852, who died nine vears later. Walker 
was nursed at Enniskerry, under the 
superintenderice of the Rev. R. Daly, and 
Clarke was nursed at Dunganstown, under 
the superintendence of the Rev. W. 
Magee. That was the method adopted in 
caring for Dublin orphans. They were 
sent, not to an institution, but to a 
farmer’s home in the country, where they 


might experience family life, have open air 


surroundings, and learn to be indnstrious. 
No child was elected on the Society until 
five pounds was banked. in Cuffe street 
Savings Bank for its apprentice fee. The 
tradesmen who founded the Society aimed 
at producing industrious citizens of good 
character. 

The names of the “three humble trades- 
men ” referred to in the inscription over 
the orphans’ grave are Joseph Williams, 
a tape-weaver, of Meetinghouse Yard; 
John Stanton, a glover, of Ellis’s quay, 
and James Kelly, a hosier, of Cathedral 
Jane. When the Society; founded on 
November 30th, 1828, was in existence for 
fourteen years, and had an industrial 
school for training apprentices in Percy 
place, these three names were engraved 
on a white marble tablet, which was placed 
over the chimney-piece in the dining hall 
of the Percy place Home. There dare 
parishioners stil] alive in St. Catherine’s 
parish whose grandparents were among the 
early collectors for the Society, and for 
whom the story of its foundation is an 
oft-told tale. ae ET. 

RAT, 
BREAKING NEW GROUND 


A feature of the early annual reports 
of the Scciety is the repetition of the cir- 
cumstarzes under which it originated. 
The Society was constantly breaking new 
ground, until it was spread over every 


.-county in ireland, and its most effective 


propaganda was to tell how it came into 
existence. In the diffuse language of the 
early reports, ' three humble Protestant 
wperative mechanics, finding a poor, 
destitute, disconsolate,.and forlorn widew 
compelled from the effects of an appalling 
and heartrending combination of hunger, 
nakedness, and a despondency of relief 
amongst her Protestant brethren to give 
up her helpless orphans to be educated in 
a system to which she could not subscribe, 
put down on the instant, on a tombstone 
near the father’s grave, one penny each, and 
with this stock-purse of three pence set 
forward to engage the co-operation of their 
fellow-crafts, by collecting penny-a-week 
subscriptions, through the rooms and 
humble habitations of the poorer Pro- 
testants, with comparatively little 
assistance from the wealthy and the 
great.’’ 

The fact is that the Protestant Orphan 
Society became a social bridge that linked 
together throughout the Church of Ireland 
the humble poor with the wealthy and the 
great. A hundred years ago the word 
“humble” conveyed a class distinction 


that it no longer conveys, and the change | 


of meaning in the word may be attributed 
in no small degree to the influence of the 
social work done through the agency of 
the Protestant Orphan Society. (ther 
causes were at work in Society ‘in Ireland, 
bridging the distance between rich and 
poor, but no one can read the story of the 
early years of the Protestant. Orphan 
Society without feeling that its work was 
in keeping with the reform movement of 
the ‘thirties of last century. “ Let us 
whisper a moral in your ear, good landed 
gentlemen,’’ wrote the Spectator of the 
period, “there must be more men of a 
hundred a year, and fewer of sixteen 
thousand, before these changes can 
terminate.*’ 


COMMITTEE OF POOR MEN. 


The first Protestant Orphan Society 
Committee of poor men who met weekly 
in Tailor’s Hall, Back jane, Dublin, to 
Manage their penny-a-week finance, felt 
that it was a venture of faith to move out 
of the atmosphere of small sums collected 
in the West end of the City of Dublin, 
into the guinea atmosphere of the East 
end of the city round about the Rotunda. 
In the first report of the Society the Com- 
mittee “ beg leave to state that, notwith- 
standing the efforts they have made to give 
publicity to this Society, they have good 
reason to believe that some hundreds of 
influential Protestants have not yet heard 
of its existence. In order, therefore, to 
bring before the public its real objects, 
they have risked the expense of holding its 
first annual meeting at the Rotunda, and 
trust to Providence, and the generosity of 
their fellow-Protestants, to defray the 
expenses of the same.’’ 

The expenses of the meeting were 
£24 14s., an amount equal to a full year’s 
collecting of the contributions of 114 of 
their subscribers at the time. The Com- 
mittee’s venture of faith was justified. 
There was no going backward after that 
early step taken. in.the work of bridging 
the social chasm between rich and poor in 
Treland. No religious denomination in 
Treland had, a hundred years ago, quite 
the same social problem of class extremes 
to solve as the Church of Ireland, and the 
reward of a century’s ministering to its 
own orphans is visibfh to-day in the social 
comprehensiveness ~of- the Church of 
Treland. When tlie future historian of 
the period 1828-1928 in Ireland comes to 
estimate the significance of crisis after 
crisis In the political life of the country, 
with the present awakened consciousness of 
the significance of the social. betterment 
of the community, it will be part of his 
task to estimate the social influence of the 
work done by the Protestant Orphan 
Society. 

One wonders, in these davs of ranid 
movement, how flesh and blood could 
endure the prolonged public meetings of a 
hundred years ago in Dublin. The second 
annual meeting of the Protestant Orphan 
Society, held in the Rotunda, on Mon- 
dav, ‘April 25th, 1831, at twelve noon. is 
fully reported in the Society’s Journal. 
The thirty-two orphan boys and girls, 
ranging in age from three to ten years, 
were present at the meeting for inspection, 
and had to endure half-a-dozen resolutions 
supported by twelve long speeches. When 
\rchbishop Whately” presided at the 
ounual meeting in 1832, the first held alter 
lis appointment to the See of Dublin, the 
‘.urth speech of the meeting was made ty 
bis chaplain, Dr. Hinds, who says that 
"ne meeting had already lasted two hours. 
\fiter four more speeches the Archbishop 
atived, “to attend other pressing busi- 
sess, as one of the Lords Justices of 
[yeland.’’. There. were four znore speeches. 
before the meeting ended.

Bunyan in Irish. 


At. last, a ee writes, we 
have “ The Pilgrim’s Progress’’ in Irish— 


‘or rather, the first of the three parts of 


Bunyan’s book. It is published this week 
by Messrs. Thom (2s. net), by arrange- 
ment with the Religious Tract Society, 
which furnishes the many fine illustra- 
tions. The Irish, which is the work of 
““An Buachaillín Buidhe,’’ a well-known 
member of the ArdsCraobh of the Gaelic 
League, is admirable. It has the 
colloquial simplicity of the spas but 
is quite free from provincialisms and 
lapses from standard grammar, such as 
disfigure so many books by living Irish 
writers. It is impossible not to admire 
the pleasant rhythm of the diction. The 
translator allows himself just those slight 
adjustments which render a translation 
easy without being free. Roman type is 
used. 

By the way, in.a foreword the trans- 
lator recalls the fact that a translation, 
in very poor Irish, of ' The Pilgrim’s 
Progress’’ as far as the death of Faithful 
appeared in 1837; but he is inaccurate in 
saying that his is the first complete Gaelic 
‘translation of the First Part. The Scots 
Gaels have all three parts in their dialect 
of Gaelic, bound in a single cheap pocket 
volume. Hey 


A Rhodes Scholar. 


Mr. W. E. Henley, of Napier, New

An Irish Architect at Cambridge. 


In reading Desiqn and Art, a journal 
published by the Arts League of Service, I 
was struck by a photograph of Bodley’s 
building at. King’s College, as completed 
by Mr. George Kennedy—a piece of 
exquisitely serene architecture. The 
sunken path to the door, between low walls 
of stone, reminded me of the charming 
place which Mr. Kennedy designed and 
owns at Cashelnagore, in County Donegal, 
where a similar path beautifies the garden. 

Mr. Kennedy gives an interview to 
Design and- Art on: the present state of 
architecture in England. He speaks 
vigorously against — the ““ American 
invasion,’’ represented by the Bush House, 
as violating the MHoratian principle, 
Privatus illis census erat brevis, commune 
magnum. Architecture, he says, “ can 
hardly be invested with a nobler task than 
that of expressing this elementary dis- 
tinction, the foundation of all civic 
values.” He points to Dublin as a “fine 
example ” of a city which hitherto has 
observed a broad distinction between public 
and private buildings.’’ 


A Counterfeit Castle. 


All forms of deception have from time 
immemorial been practised by the astute 
on their simpler fellow-men. There have 
been, and are, counterfeit coins, forged 
manuscripts and masterpieces that have 
proved to be merely copies. At our 
present-day elections personation of one 
individual by another is quite usual. There 
are, however, not many cases on record 
where a building has been successfully 
represented to be what it is not. Yet as 
lately as during the Great War this was 
done quite regularly, the ‘‘ original ” being 
no less than the famous Blarney Castle. 

During the war Queenstown, with its 
magnificent harbour, was the naval base 
for the American Fleet ‘operating in 
European waters.”” Consequently, the 
town was constantly crowded with sailors 
on ‘‘shore leave.” Cork City was out of 
bounds, and the people of Queenstown 
were hard put to it to provide entertain- 
ment for these warriors of the sea. Now 
Blarney Castle proper stands about 21 
miles from Queenstown, too long a 
journey for a horse to do in an afternoon, 
so the enterprising jarveys of the district 
evolved a scheme which brought much 
diversion to the Yankees and a golden 
harvest to themselves. Fortunately for 
that scheme. the American sailor is not 
of go inquiring a mind as his countrymen 
of the tourist class About two miles 
from Queenstown their stands an old ruin, 
Belvelly Castle. Structurally, it is some- 
what similar to Blarney Castle, sufficiently 
so, at any raté, to deceive the sailor from 
overseas. And here he was brought in 
dozens to see the Castle and kiss. the 
Stone! I once inquired from a jarvey 
which stone they represented to be the 
famous one. “ Yerra, anyone at all, sir, 
as long as t’was a bit hard to git at,’’ he 
replied. ‘‘ Most of them stones round the 
top have had their share. Shure, there’s 
bits of chewing-gum: stuck all over them !’’ 
Thus was this complete, but harmless, 
decaption. successfully carried out. 
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meeting speeches will throw light on the 
conditions under which the Protestant 
Orphan Society established itself in 
Dublin. The Rev. John Gregg, Rector of 
Killsallaghan, moved the fourth resolu- 
tion, and told this story :—‘‘ 1 remember 
hearing a story of a peasant in Wales, 
walking over the mountains at a time 
when trees and stones and rivers talked. 
The peasant met a little rivulet, singing 
its quiet tune. He said to it: ‘Little 
rivulet, where are vou going” Fe 
pleasantly?’ It replied: ‘I am going to 
yonder stream.’ He went to the stream, 
and snid: ‘Stream, where are von going?’ 
“I am going to the river’: and, ‘ River. 
where are von going?” “IT am going to 
waft this 
bosom to the great and wide sea.’ 
will I say te the penny, ‘ Penny, where are 
vou going?’ Tt-will answer, ‘T am going 
to the shilling’; and ‘Shilling, where are 
von going?’ ‘I am going to the pound’: 
and. ‘Pound, where are you going?’ ‘ 

am going te make up five pounds to bear 
this little orphan’s bark through the 
troubles cf life, to the great pacific ocean 
of heaven.’ ”’ 


PENNY-A-WEEK SUBSCRIBERS. 


The Rev. Cesar Otway, then living in 
55 Aungier street, alterwards author of “A 
Tour in Connaught,’ “made in 1838, and 
“Sketches in Erris, 1841. an observer cf 
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i Humours of Finglas. 


A recent reference in the “ Diary ” to 
Donnybrook Fair recalls to mind the fact 
that about one hundred years ago, this 
famous fair had a serious rival in the 
annual May sports at Finglas, called by 
some of the residents “the humours of 
Finglas.” A Maypole stood on the village 
green, tut instead of being decorated 


with the orthodox ribbons and streamers, 
it was well greased, and a prize awaited 
the ome who climbed successfully to the 
top. Another popular amusement was 
trying to catch a pig, also well greased. 
But, as in the case of Donnybrook Fair, 
the festivities at Finglas became a public 
nuisance—especially as whiskey was sold 
at a penny a glass—and finally they lapsed 
into oblivion. 


|\A Plea for Cleaner Quays. 


A few mornings ago I had to go down 
to the British and Irish steamer to meet 
a friend, and as I walked along the quay 
I thought to myself that something might 
be done to make the passage by the old 
Custom House Dock, more suitable for 
pedestrians. 

No reasonable person would expect the 
quays to be kept as spick and span as a 
fashionable thoroughfare, such as Grafton 
street, but, on the other hand, one does 
not relish wading through pools of water 
that are some inches deep. 

On that particular morning the rain 
was coming down fairly heavily, and the 
passage by the old dock was completely 
flooded from edge to edge. It was conse- 
quently necessary to pass along the road, 
which was very muddy, and also carried 
a fair amount of traffic. I dodged two 
taxis and a lorry, but the Jatter very 
unkindly splashed my trousers with a 
liberal quantity of, unlovely mud. 

The impression made on a visitor who 
came across such a state of affairs would 
be, to say the least of it, rather un- 
fortunate, and I think that whoever is 
responsible for that passage, would be well 
advised to have it raised above the level 
of the road, so that water may have an 
opportunity of draining away. 


Night Noises. 


Dublin, undoubtedly, has its street 
noises by day, but what of its stranye 
noises at night? Returning home in the 
small hours, as I neared the corner of a 
deserted street, the silence was broken by 
the sound of an approaching cavalcade, of 
horses’ hoofs at an urgent gallop. I 
thought of “The Last Ride from Ghent 
to Aix,’’ of headless riders and ghostly 
coaches, and as I reached the corner a 
strange procession met my eyes. There 
was first an outside car, attached to the 
back of it a horse and cab, and attached 
to the back of that another horse and cab, 
and all proceeding at a smart gallop. Of 
course it may merely have been a cab- 
owner returning home, but on the other 
hand there was the romantic possibility 
of a midnight “ flitting.”

Dangerous corners 
have been widened, and altogether the 
road has assumed a completely new 
aspect. 

There are still, however, many cobbled 
streets, and the Government is willing to 
back up the Corporation in any schemes 
it might plan for the improvement of 
these, so the people may look forward to 
the time when such disagreeable thorouch- 
fares will be things of the past. The 
Government, by the way, already has 
sanctioned the borrowing of more than 
£562,000 by the Corporation for this 
purpose.

Building in Belfast. 

It is interesting to know that nearly the 
whole of the business portion of Belfast 
is built on a marsh of about thirty feet 
deep. Thus, when a large building like 
the City Hall or the Technical Institute 
is being built it is found necessary to 
drive many hundreds of piles through this 
subsiratum into the solid clay to a depth 
of forty or fifty feet. When this is done 
courses of heavy timber are then bolted on 
to the tops of the piles and each course is 
filled in with concrete. 

When the Classic Cinema was being 
built a host of workmen were busy for 
months sinking piles with steam-piling 
engines, before a brick was laid down. 
It is quite true then that, in constructing 
such a building, as much money is sunk 
underground as is spent on the upper 
structure. Within recent years the 
foundations of a number of important 
buildings have subsided, due to the 
marshy substratum, and many thousands 
of pounds have been spent in their repair. 
The new Law Courts at Cromac square 
are now well under way, and these also 
are being built on piles, some of which are 
made of reinforced concrete, and are sixty 
feet long. 


Mr. Lennox Robinson at Yale. 


I hear that Mr. Lennox Robinson got a 
great reception from Yale University 
when he lectured there a few weeks ago. 
Mr. Robinson was invited to the Uni- 
versity by Professor Baker, of the Depart- 
ment of English, and had a large gather-

Peep into the Past. 


A ’bus on the streets of Belfast is by 
no means a new thing. Sixty years ago, 
in 1868, the first ’bus made its appearance, 
and the service was by no means in- 
efficient. A grand old horse 'bus left the 
Botanic Gardens for the city centre every 
half-hour for a fare of twopence, while 
from the Commercial Buildings in Waring 
street and the Bank Buildings a veritable 
stream (as it must have appeared then) of 
‘buses left for various districts. Thus 
twopence brought one to the County Down 
Railway, the same to the Northern 
Counties, Sydenham cost fourpence, with 
Mount Pottinger as a 24d. stage, while 
Fortwilliam was 45d. A ride on the Fort- 
william 'bns brought one to the Carlisle 
Circus for 24d. and Cavehill road for 3d. 


Old-Time Rivalry. 


Later on, in 1877, the services were 
greatly extended, and rivalry began to 
make itself felt. Two rivals plied between 
the city and Glengormley, one charging 
4d. for the whole way, while the other 
asked for 6d. ‘Then, again, there were 
rivals on the Belmont road, the Express 
‘Bus Company and Watters. These went 
as far as Belmont Church via Queen’s 
Bridge, and the fare was 4d., while 
Gelston’s Corner was the threepenny 
stage, and Mount Pottinger 2d. These 
prices show a slight reduction in com- 
parison to the fares of a few years 
previous, but were in excess of the charges 
of to-day. 

There were some unique ideas carried 
out when trade was roaring, and thus one 
finds that there were special “through '' 
‘buses from the Botanic Gardens to the 
Northern Counties Railway, while to 
prevent confusion the Antrim road service 
would display red curtains and red lights, 
and the Northern Counties would have 
blue curtains and blue lights. 

Everybody seemed to be quite content 
with the state of affairs, but progress 
cannot be stopped, and so the ‘buses had 
to bow to the inevitable. On December 
4th, 1905, they were still pegging away, 
but on the 5th they had disappeared, and 
in their place was the electric tram car

In length and in their inherent terror 
for the reader some of our place names 
can compete with many of the ponderous 
words that confront the novice in the 
study of German prose.

O far, during our tour, we had not had 
one drop of rain ; but as we left Ratis- 
bon, on the morning of the 25th July, the 
sky was overcast and all the indications 
threatening. The road to Donauworth 
runs along the right bank of the Danube, 
through Jeafy scenery, at some points 
passing close beneath grey cliffs bordering 
the brimming river. We Crossed at a 
place called Wohburg, a lovely little 
village with quaint gateway and piled-up 
houses of gay facades. The river here was 
thickly fringed with willows, and the sun, 
happening to come out at the moment 
when we turned to look back at the bridge, 
painted the scene as prettily as could be. 
We lTIunched at, Ingolstadt, at the 
excellent Bear Hotel, after which we 
spent an hour in visiting the churches. 
In one of these, our Baedeker informed 
us, was to be found a monument to Tilly, 
the famous Imperialist general of the 
Thirty Years’ War, as well as the tomb 
of the, perhaps, not very appropriately 
named General Mercy, of the same period. 
We were unable. to find either, and at 
last the verger, to whom we appealed, 
informed us drily, ‘‘der Tilly tst nicht 
hier, der Mercy auch nicht.’’ Apparently 
it was not the first time that he had been 
asked the question. 

From now on we were to encounter the 
most perfect series of little medieval 
towns, each one more beautiful than the 
last—Donauworth, Nordlingen and 
Dinkelsbihl the chief. The first two 
possess main streets that rise up gradually 
towards the west, between houses with 
pointed eaves and mellow tilings. The 
effect at sunset is most striking, as the 
lustre from the level rays begins to flooxl 
them. The majority of the houses still 
retain the projecting beam and pulley, 
high up on their fronts, by which the 
grain used to be hauled into their 
granaries. Indeed, they still may be used 
for this; for all around these little town- 
ships, for league after league, through 
which you can spend a long day motoring. 
you pass in late July amid a sea of 
ripened corn. 


A FLOWER-STREWN TOMB. 


In Donauworth we came upon a church, 
one mass of roses, inside as well as out, 
ready for the celebration of a newly- 
ordained priest’s Mass. Inside another 
one we saw the flower-strewn tomb of 
Mary of Brabant, concerning whom the 
guide book says that she was the consort 
of Duke Louis the Severe, of Bavaria, and 
by his orders was beheaded, in 1256, ‘‘ on 
a groundless suspicion of infidelity.” 

At Donauworth we left the Danube and 
travelled north-westward by the Worniitz 
and Eger valleys to Nordlingen, a perfect, 
little walled medieval town, almost 
circular in shape, with gate-towers that 
are very striking. All that day we were 
motoring leisurely through leagues of corn- 
land the colour of rich honey, or lying 
in pinewoods waiting for the great heat 
to abate pinewoods full of the pink 
flower known as “‘ willow-herb.’’ It was 
a day of ardent country and coloured 
distances—and in the evening the walled 
and moated gem that is the town of 
Dinkelsbuhl—perhaps, the fairest of all 
fair things we saw upon our tour. 

They certainly appreciate in Germany 
the value of the picturesque. At Dinkels- 
biihl they might, for instance, have pulled 
down the walls, filled in the double moat, 
huilded workmen’s cottages upon the ruins. 
They have done none of these things. 
Instead, the walls and towers have been 
scrupulously preserved—the tower-keepers 
watch inwards now, on the lookout for 
fires—-and the moats have been planted 
with planes and chestnuts and filled with 
flower beds, so as to afford to the in- 
habitants a pleasaunce beyond compare. 

After sunset we strolled through the 
Rothenburger gate, which bears an 
inscription very inimical to the Treaty 
of Versailles, above a shield charged with 
the beautifully appropriate device of 
Dinkelsbihl—three sprouting ears of corn, 
From the high tower of the parish church 
we looked across to a wooded ridge beyond 
the, darkening cornlands, to where Bavaria 
merged into Wurtemberg. We found that 
the tower, and all the walis, had been 
outlined with different-coloured electric 
bulbs for the illuminations that in August 
were to mark the thousandth birthday 
of the town. Lights glinted in the watch- 
towers along the walls as we descended to 
return to the little Rose Hotel to havo 
our supper. 


‘GENUINE MALAGA.” 


The 27th July was the hottest day of 
our tour. We travelled first along the 
valley of the Jagst, to Crailsheim, and 
then west to Hall and the Kocher valley. 
In spite of a eulogistic reference in 
Baedeker, we avoided Hall. It had factory 
chimneys and tentacles of new streets, 
and that was enough for us. We passed 
the sweltering middav hours at a little 
place called Untermunkheim, near to a 
woodland sawmill (dated 1672) beside a 
stream. We lunched off bread-and-cheese 
and beer, at a primitive inn, and sampled 
what was described as ‘‘ genuine Malaga’”’ 
(curious as to how it could have got 
there), and found that it tasted of 
liquorice and burned sugar. 

We had a good deal of wandering up 
and down hills that evening, in and out 
of valleys that lay across our course. At 
Mergentheim, where we had stayed on the 
outward journey, we spent some time in 
effecting a minor repair; and then, 
although the hour was getting late, we 
decided to push on along the valley of the 
Tauber to a place rejoicing in the name 
of Tauberbischofsheim. So, hy a perfect 
road, we journeyed on, while a black 
storm gathered above the wooded 
mountains on our left. It burst in fury 
just as we got in, with torrential rain— 
the first rain of our tour—and in the 
blinding flashes which rent the darkness, 
we could see the peasants hurrying home- 
wards with their carts of piled-up corn. 

On the following day we entered the 
valley of the Main, at the beautiful little 
Baden town of Wertheim. having passed 
on the way Gamburg Castle, magniii- 
centlv situated above the Tauber. In the 
Main valley we found the villages without 
much heauty; but the splendour of that 
vreat commercial highway afforded cou- 
pensations. Frankfurt, where we spent 
the night, brought to an end our 
wanderings in the Middle Ages: and the 
next morning, very reluctantly, we 
motored the twenty or so uninteresting 
miles to Wiesbaden, hack to the “ Army 
of Cecupation.”’

ROYAL DUBLIN SOCIETY'S 
RECITALS. 


The withdrawal of the Lener Quartet from 
its engagement to play in the Royal Dublin 
Society’s chamber music recitals yesterday 
gave disappointment to many, and we all are 
sorry to hear that the leader of the Quartet 
was not well enough to undertake the journey 
to Dublin. The compensation to us, how- 
ever, was a considerable one, in the return 
of the London String Quartet, whose de- 
lightful performances a fortnight ago—espe- 
cially of the Debussy and Tchaikowsky quar- 
tets—still were distinct in the memory of 
those who heard them. 

The programme arranged by the Lener 
Quartet comprised works by six different 
composers. The London String Quartet 
showed, among other qualities, its versatility 
and resource by undertaking to play these 
same six works selected by others. Even if 
the London Quartet had not played them 
particularly well, its magnificent “* gesture | 
would have compelled admiration. (Inc1- 
dentally, the Quartet only received the call 
late on Saturday night.) Its work, however— 
in the afternoon, at least—was of the finest 
quality through the whole programme. Mr. 
ra Ean and his colleagues may have 
been working under difhculties yesterday, 
but their playing never was more enjoyable. 

The first of the works that they undértook 
was the D flat quartet by Dohnanyi, the 
Hungarian composer-pianist, who himself is 
to play at Ballsbridge later in this season. 
Of Dohnanyi’s work we who follow the 
course of programmes at Ballsbridge are 
familiar not only with this free-form and 
rather emotional quartet, but also with his 
sonata for violin and piano. 

The }ittle Haydn quartet that came next 1s 
one long favoured by the Lener players; 1t 
can be identified readily enough by the 
simple little melody, of a Tyrolean type— 
played by the first violin to a light accom- 
paniment of the other instruments—which sings 
through the whole of the andante movement 

These quartets, charming though they were 
in the hands of the excellent London piayers, 
were but preludes to the great work 
of the afternoon, the immortal ' Death 
and the Maiden’’ quartet of Schubert. 
In this season of Schubert commemoration 
it was highly desirable to have an authori- 
tative performance of one of Schubert's finest 
compositions. Personally, I was quite well 
satisfied to have it from the London String 
Quartet instead of the Lener group; for 
whereas I now have implicit faith in the 
soundness of the London players, I find the 


i Lener’s constant efforts to produce virtuoso 


effects somewhat tiring. 

The performance was, indeed, completely 
satisfying, and persuaded us all that the 
recent eulogy of Schubert's genius has been 
pitched not a whit too high. ‘That has not 
been the effect of all the music that has been 
produced in the late celebrations, but in tiis 
quartet we are concerned with Schubert in 
the worthiest and most characteristic re- 
presentation. He was already at the climax 
of his power when he wrote it, though the 
point of climax was still to be marked more 
signally by the C major symphony. The 
quartet was composed at the beginning of 
the vear 1826, and may have been started 
at the end of the previous year. Thioagh 
there is another statement to the cffect <tat 
Schubert never heard it in performence, it 
is almost certain that the story is true that a 
party of his friends tried it over and that 
one of them suggested a shortening of the 
last movement as written originally. 

Musicians have a peculiar facility with re- 
gard to this quartet in fixing different move- 
ments in their recollection. The second 
movement contains the variations on the 
theme of the song “ Death and the Maiden” 
(written some years before the quartet); the 
principal theme of the scherzo 1s the Mime 
motif in Wagner’s “ Ring” music; aud the 
presto starts off in much the same 
way as the last movement of Beethoven “s 
‘Kreutzer ” sonata. The first movement 
has no relation to anything else in music; it 
is the purest Schubert one could have, in its 
‘‘heavenly length,” its free flow of melody. 
and its constant change of interest, as well 
as in its thematic detail. 

There is no reason for specifying any par- 
ticular section of the quartet as outstanding 
in performance; the London String Quartet 
had mastered the whole of the work and 
moved from its beginning to its end with 
steady confidence, holding the attention of 
the audience to the music with undiminish- 
ing command. It is to be doubted whether 
an audience at a Royal Dublin Society re- 
cital ever has heard more satisfactory con- 
certed playing;. the London String Quartet 
seems to have reached almost the ideal of 
ensemble There were delicious bits of in- 
dividual plaving at suitable moments, but it 
is better still to be able to delight in the 
tone of the Quartet in its group work.

THE INQUEST. 

At the inquest Mr. Casey, solicitor, 
tendered sympathy to the deceased man’s 
widow and children, and asked that, on 
hearing the evience of identification and the 
doctor's report, the inquest be adjourned 
owing to the fact that Detective-Officer Cronin 
had been charged with the murder. 

Dr. William J. O'Donovan, Assistant Pro- 
fessor of Pathology, University College, Cork, 
said that death was due to hemorrhage 
following laceration of the pulmonary artery 
by a bullet. Witness could not form any 
opnuon as to whether the shot was fired at 
short or long range. 

A juror said that they were horrified to be 
assembled under such tragic circumstances. 
He hoped that the matter would be enquired 
into thoroughly, and justice done to<the 
widow. It was an appallingly tragic 6éccur- 
rence considering the peaceful conditions of 
the country. 

Mr. Casey, solicitor, said that: justice would 
he carrizd out irrespective of what the 
accused man was. The fact that he was 
a member of the Guards made no differénce. 

The Coroner (Dr. Horgan) declared the 
inquest adjourned until the criminal pro- 
ceedings were over. The untimely end of Mr. 
McSweeney was keenly felt by his neighbours. 
He was a big farmer, a Peace Commissioner 
and a very respected relative through 
marnage of Mr. Corry, T.D.

W ith regard to relief for industry, condi- 
tions in Northern Ireland, he said, were such 
that industrial relief took second place to 
agriculture. That was to be expected, 
they were primarily an agricultural. com: 
munity. Industry would receive in the 
aggregate about one-quarter of the relief 
given to \agriculture. They were doing 
exactly the same for their industries as was 
being done for British manufacturers in the 
British scheme, and, in addition, were able 
to apply the relief in the most beneficial 
way. They proposed to give industrial 
hereditaments relief to the extent of 75 per 
cent. of all rates, except malicious injury 
rates and water rates charged by meter. 
They éstimated that the total relief to in- 
dustry would amount to £120,000 per annum. 


RAILWAYS AND DOCKS. 
Dealing with freight transport relief, the 
Minister of Finance said that they proposed 
to follow the British scheme in relieving 
railways, docks and canals of 75 per cent. 
of their rates. This relief, amounting to 
£40,000, must be passed on by them in the 
shape of rebates on freight charges in the 
case of certain selected commodities. 
relief would be pooled and spread over all 
railways, and would lead to a rebate of about 
ten per cent. gn freights for industrial coal, 
linen and cotton cloth and yarns, flax, 
potatoes and live-stock, artificial manures, 
etc. 
In regard to docks and harbours, the relief 
would be on ships. (launching, etc., dues), 


At the sitting of the House, the Prime 
Minister (Viscount Craigavon) said that be- 
fore entering upon business that day he 
would be voicing the feelings of everyone on 
the Government side of the House if he 
tendered to the Speaker their deepest sym- 
pathy in the loss which he had sustained.

The Naval Problem.

This measure is of really vital significance. 
Since the Washington’ Conference, which 
was held under the presidency of the late 
Mr. Harding, the problem of the United 
States Navy has. loomed. very large in 
American politics. , At that Conference the 
Earl of Balfour made important conces- 
sions to American sentiment. He agreed 
that. in future there should be a ratio of 
5:5:3 in respect of capita] ships between 
the fleets of Great Britain, the United 
States and Japan, thus departing for the 
first time from the so-called “ Two-Power ” 
standard, whith had been the key-stone of 
Britain’s naval policy before the war. Lord 
Balfour also made an unsuccessful attempt 
to secure the complete prohibition of sub- 
marine construction among the civilised 
nations. The Conference, admittedly, 
dealt- only with a portion of the naval 
problem. The limitation of capital ships 
was a very important step, but it was only 
a step; and Mr. Coolidge, who succeeded 
President Harding at the White House, 
called another conference at Geneva to 
complete his predecessor’s work. The 
story of Geneva’s failure still is fresh in 
the public mind. 

The Geneva Conference came to nothing 
because there was a fundamental differ- 
ence between the British and the Ameri- 
can points of, view concerning cruisers. Its 
object was to apply to cruisers the prin- 
ciples that have been accepted at Washing- 
ton in’ regard to capital ships, and both 
the British and.the United States Govern- 
ments ’ declared ‘themselves to be in com- 
plete sympathy with this purpose. The 
Americans, however, insisted that limita- 
tion of -cruisef armament should be 
effected in globo—in other words, that 
every nation should be allotted a certain 
amount of cruiser tonnage in the Wash- 
ington ratio, and that, within the limits 
of that tonnage, it should be entitled to 


‘build’ whatever cruisers it might choose. 


The British -Admfralty, on the other hand, 
contended that non-capital ships should be 
limited by category—that every nation 
should be allowed to have so many big 
cruisers, 80 many light cruisers, etc. This 
difference of. opinion expressed a vital 
divergence between the needs of Britain 
and those of*the} United States. The 
latter, being virtually a continent, far re- 
nioved in point of distance from any 
possible adversary,’ naturally wished to 
have -big cruisers, while Britain, being 
a.small island with an enormous 
overseas trade, just as naturally desired to 
have the maximum number of light 
cruisers. Japan generally supported the 
British thesis, but the American Navy De- 
partment was adamant. Thus the Geneva 
Conference collapsed, and now the United 
States holds itself free to build as many 
big cruisers: as - it: chooses. i 
Senator Borah and those who think with 
him are prepared to spend enormous sums 
on the construction of a “super ' -fleet, 
and it is quite possible that Congress may 
support them.. ‘The Ingical eonelusion of '

in naval armaments between Britain and 
the United States, with Japan building in. 
the background." ‘Such a ‘development 
might lead, sooner or later, to war be- 
tween the two great Anglo-Saxon 
countries. Lord Lee of Fareham, who 
knows and appreciates the needs of the 
United States, in a speech last week 
pointed out the dangers of this situation. 
He declared very sensibly-that a friendly 
talk between one Briton and one American 
would settle the problem in half-an-hour. 
Great Britain cannot afford to enter a 
competition in shipbuilding with the 
United States. Nevertheless, she cannot 
afford to allow her fleet to be made 
subordinate to any other fleet in the 
world; for her imperial commitments are 
so great that at least. a “‘one-Power”’ 
standard is essential to her safety. 
Nobody in his senses believes that the 
people of the United States contemplate 
a war with the British Empire; yet a 
naval competition between the two nations 
will be inevitable unless men of good-will 
assert themselves to prevent it. There 
could be no excuse for such a crime against 
civilisation. The British Empire and the 
United States hold the future of the world 
in their hands; and a serious dispute be- 
tween them is almost inconceivable. 


Housing Subsidies. 


Before the end of the present year the 
British Government will announce its 
intentions concerning the continuance of 
the housing subsidy granted under the 
Housing Act of 1924. A conference of 
experts, held in Buxton last week, 
adopted a resolution appealing for a 
renewal of the subsidy for five years. 
The conference was held under the 
auspices of the National Housing, and 
Town-planning Council and the Scottish 
National Housing and Town-planning 
Committee, and all aspects of the slum 
problem, the housing subsidy and the 
unemployment in the building industry 
were discussed. It was said by leading 
speakers that the work of housing. the 
nation still was far from completion. One 
and a quarter million houses have been 
built in Great Britain, with State aid, 
since the Armistice; but large arrears 
of building and the destruction of 
condemned dwellings must be taken into 
account. A speaker at last week's 
conference pointed out that only one-third 
of the new dwellings was built for the 
purpose of letting—a fact which signifies 
the neglect of the humbler multitudes 
among the Delegates 
generally agreed that the only effective 
solution of the slum problem lay in the 
provision of cheap houses. With the 
uprise of abundant accommodation in 
houses of low rent, “ the slums would 
clear themselves.” Unhappily, present 
building costs make it impossible to erect, 
without subsidy, houses that can be let 
for less than 12s. to 20s. a week without 
loss. The classes now inhabiting the 
slums will be drawn from their unwhole- 
some refuges only when decent little 
dwellings can be secured at a rental of 7s. 
to 10s.:a week. Such dwellings, if they 
are to be built, must be subsidised. 
This was the case made by the conference 
and embodied in its appeal to the Govern-

ment. 


fested, hut we believe that the Govern- 
ment will expect to be met half-way. A 
year ago the subsidy decreased. 
During 1928 only half as many houses 
were built as in 1927, when the splendid 
maximum of 225,000 was reached. Unem.- 
ployment was caused by the sudden drop: 
but the Government well may take the 
view that the time had come when labour 
should increase its output. It was within the 
power of those employed in the building 
industry to make up for what was lost in 
subsidy by increased production, and the 
industry s neglect to do this amounted to 
a demand for permanent aid from the 
State. The time has come, in both these 
islands, when labour must produce a margin 
above, instead of below, what it receives 
in wages, subsidies and doles. Not other- 
wise can these lands live. within their 
income, like the more industrious coun- 
tries of the Continent. A powerful case 
can be made for the continued subsidy of 
housing schemes, both for the sake of 
people needing homes and of workers in the 
building trade needing employment. That 
case, however, depends for its validity on 
the readiness of the wage-earning classes 
to contribute, by means of more earnest 
work, towards the

In a recent issue of the 
Farmer and Stockbreeder Sir Michael 
expressed his readiness to make “a big 
bet. that, for one case: where - foot-and- 
mouth disease comes to England from the 
Argentine, ten—no, twenty—cases - come 
from Ireland among store cattle.” Mr. 
Bohane is not a betting man, but—his 
sporting, economic and patriotic instincts 
thoroughly aroused—he throws his hat 
and £500 into the ring. He proposes that 
he shall deposit that sum with the editor 
of the Farmer and Stockbreeder, that Sir 
Michael Rimington shall cover it, and 
that the results of an inquiry into the 
health of Irish cattle shall be submitted 
to the editor. The conditions suggested 
for the inquiry are generous. Mr. Bohane 
invites Sir Michael himself to conduct the 
inquiry in .circumstances which “would 
make concealment or deception impossible. 
Armed with credentials from Mr. Bohane, 
he will be free to visit any part of Ireland 
and to make “surprise” inspections of 
any stock. Then he will make his report 
to the editor of the Farmer and Stock-' 
breeder, whose verdict, to be honoured by 
both parties, will decide the bet. We are. 
sure that Sir Michael will accept the 
challenge, and will not retreat behind his 
qualifying words, “if it could ever be 
decided.” There are issues+as Mr. Paley 
demonstrates in his “Christian Evidence” 
—which no tests can decide, but this 
charge against the health of Irish cattle 
is a very simple matter. It is either true 
or false. Ireland is a small country, and, 
if it is true that her cattle are affected 


seriously—as Sir Michael Rimington sug- . 
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| gests—with foot-and-mouth disease, strict 


inquiry cannot fail to reveal the fact. 
The charge has been made frequently of 
‘late by irresponsible persons, careless of 
the harm which it might do’ to Ireland's 
main industry. Sir Michael Rimington, 
we are convinced, does not regard himself 
as an irresponsible person. He has made 
a grave charge; he is challenged to prove 
it, and the tests proposed to him are 
backed by the resources and prestige of 
the Royal Dublin Society. , 


A Fakir’s Curse. 


Strange things happen in India, and 
here is one of them for which correspon- 
dents of The Times, writing independently, 
furnish first-hand and ample proof. When 
the 5th Bengal Cavalry arrived at 
Nowshera, in 1869, there was a lack of 
bungalows for officers. Three officers— 
Captain A. ©. Anderson, Lieutenant H. S. 
Williamson and Assistant Surgeon D. P. 
Palmer—chose a site for a bungalow beside 
the Kabul River. It was occupied by the 
grass hut of a Hindu fakir; they evicted 
him, and, as he went, the angry old man 
laid his curse upon them. “TI am forced 
to quit,’’ he said; “but I curse all three 
of you and your house. All four will 
come to an untimely end within seven 
years.” On May 25th, 1870, Captain 
A. C. Anderson, while hawking, fell from 
his horse and broke his neck. On March 
12th, 1871, Lieutenant Williamson. met 
with an accident at polo and died of a 
fractured skull. In August, 1876, the 
bungalow at Nowshera collapsed into the 
Kabul River. On September 4th, 1876, 
Dr. Palmer, who was a good swimmer, was 
drowned at Allahabad: the date was one 
day short of the completion of the 
seven years named in the curse. All 
these facts have been confirmed by sur- 
viving officers of the regiment, including 
Colonel W. W. Lean, its late commander, 
and Major H. N. Webb, who was with 
Dr. Palmer when their boat was swamped 
in the Ganges. Major Webb reached the 
shore, completely exhausted after a 
desperate swim, but Dr. Palmer’s body 
never was found. Further verification of 
the facts of the three deaths is supplied 
by records in the India Office. It may be 
argued that accidents are frequent in 
India, and that the third death at the 
very end of the seventh year was a mere 
chance. Yet’ many people will be drawn 
to the less rational inference that a fakir’s 
curse is a thing not lightly to be dared.

MR. T. G. MENARY. 


Mr. T. G. Menary, O.B.E., solicitor, of 
Glenmore, Lough road, Lurgan, died at a 
Belfast nursing home on Sunday last. The 
son of Mr. throes Menary, of Lurgan, he 
was admitted a solicitor in 1884. Mr. Menary 
was agent for the Waring estate. He acted 
as Honorary Secretary of the Sailors’ and 
Soldiers’ Society antil its work was taken 
over by the Government, and for his services 
he received the Order of the British Empire. 
He took an active interest in the creation of 
the Lurgan War Memorial, and was Honorary 
Secretary of the National Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children and the 
Ulster Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 
to Animals. A keen golfer, he was Presi- 
dent of the Lurgan Club, 


MR. W. F. W. WELLS. 


The death has occurred, at Cheltenham, of 
Mr. Walter Fox Williamson Wells, who re- 
tired from the Indian Civil Service some 
years ago. He was one of the last survivors 
of the Siege of Lucknow, his father having 
been the Army Surgeon at Lucknow Resi- 
dency. Mr.. Wells was aged seventy-four 
years. The Residency, in which Mr. Wells's 
father was Army Surgeon, is associated with 
probably the most famous episode of the 
Indian Mutiny. Here the gallant Sir Henry 
Lawrence, Chief Commissioner in Oudh, died 
of his wounds a few days after the rebels 
began their siege, on July 1, 1857. It was 
captured by the Sepoys, and its relief forms 
one of the brightest pages in British military 
annals. 


GENERAL DESTICKER. 


Reuter’s Paris correspondent announces the 
death of General Desticker, Grand Officer of 
the Legion of Honour, and formerly Chief 
of Staff to Marsha] Foch. Genera! Desticker 
was one of the Marshal’s closest collaborators 
during the greater part of the war, and 
succeeded General Weygand as Chief of the 
General Staff on the Allied Military Com- 
mission. Owing to ill-health, he was obliged 
recently to ask to be placed on the retired 
list.. General Desticker was born at Avesnes, 
Department du Nord, on March 4th, 1866, 
and was educated at the Lycée at Douai and 
at the Ecole Polytechnique.

Squadron 309 was a homé 
defence unit, transferred from the a‘ 
to the Army in 1916. Its.war record was 
amazingly good. The German airship L 1- 
was so badly manled by it near Brentwoo 
that it fell a wreck into the. Thames 
estuary, and the L 33 and L 22 were de- 
stroyed at Little Wigborough 4” 
Billericay respectively. 


A Greek Mission. 


No political significance attaches to th” 
news from Athens that the period '°' 
which the Naval Mission in Greece wa: 
appointed is to be extended. The presen' 
mission consists of five officers who were 
seconded for service with the Greek 
Government in March last year for a ter™ 
of two years. Next March they wil! re 
turn to duty here, and will be succeeded 
by other officers who will be nominated in 
due course by the Admiralty. The duties 
of the mission are purely technical anc 
advisory, and it has no administrative

Briefly, the bill proposes to impose a 
mileage tax upon all "buses. , Those earry- 
ing up to 26 passengers are to. be taxed 
ld. per mile; "buses which carry ftom 26 
to 56 passengers 14d. mile, and 356 
and upwards 2d. per mhile.” | 

Apparently the Minister for Finance 
hopes to have the bill in operation by the 
New Year and to gain from the new tax a 
considerable increase in revenue. 


£100,000 A YEAR. 

At present the ’buses in the Free State 
have a total mileage every month. of about 
1,694,000. A flat rate of 1d. per mile 
would mean that the 'bus owners. will 
liave to pay about. £7,000 a month or 
£84,000 per annum. Under the scheme, 
whereby the larger ‘buses will have to pay 
2d. a mile run, the tax will probably pro- 
duce about £100,000 a year. i 

The total fares paid by passengers now 
average about £70,000 a month, so the 
proposed tax is equivalent to, roughly, 
ten per cent. of the gross taking.. The 
number of passengers carried ‘every month 
is about 3,000,000, so that the tax will be 
about 4d. per head per journey. 

In September the: average passenger 
receipts per vehicle mile for the whole of 
the services in the Free State were 9.20d., 
and 7.82d. for the Dublin and suburban 
area alone. Consequently ‘the proposed 
tax of Id. a mile will hit the Dublin city 
and suburban services (which' carry over 
two-thirds of the passengers) particularly 
heavily: for it will amount to about 16 
per cent. of their present takings.

The Shannon floods are now almost as 
Mish as those of four years ago, which were 
the highest for four decades, and the water 
is still rising rapidly. 

Four families. in the area around

BANAGHER, Monday. 

The Shannon floods are now. almost as 
high as those of the winter of 1924, which 
were the highest on record for over forty 
years. 

A strong South-Westerly wind is holding 
back the rush of water, and causing it to 
rise hke the tide. ' 

Yesterday four men had a trying time 
in the storm rescuing twenty-six sheep 
that were marooned on a patch of high 
ground in the midst of the flood: Ther 
had to be taken in boats a distance of a 
mile. 

» At Derryholmes a motor barge was 
caught by the breeze and cross-currents 
and grounded. iú 

Two families in the Esker district, near 
Banagher, had to leave their homes on 
Sunday, and others in the same place are 
fighting the advance of the water into their 
houses with embankments of mud, stones 
and planks. 

At Cartar and Reisk. near Shannon 
Harbour, two more families abandoned 
their homes on Sunday morning, and there 
are at least half-a-dozen others who 
probably will have to leave to-day. 

The floods are within a few yards of the 
ancient Cathedral] of Clonfert, and on the 
opposite side of the river the water is 
dashing ‘against the houses in the village 
of Shannon Harbour. 

All the roads leading to this village are 
submerged for a considerable distance, and 
letters from the local post-office are de- 
hivered .in boats:

DEATH OF ADMIRAL VON 
SCHEER. 

A Renter message from Berlin announces 
that Admiral von Scheer died when on his 
way from Dresden to Mannheim yester- 
day. The Admiral was sixty-five years of 
ace. His home was at Weimar, but he 
had been upon a lecturing tour in Centra] 
Germany. . 

Admiral von Scheer commanded the 
German High Sea Fleet in the Battle of 
Jutland, and Hipper was second in com- 
mand. On August llth, 1918, however. 
Hipper assumed chief command of the 
Hich Sea Fleet, and von Scheer. was 
appointed Chief of the Admiralty Staff in 
succession to Holtzendorff. Von Scheer’s 
conduct of the Jutland battle has been a 
subject of considerable criticism. The 
Germans have contended that his seaman- 
ship and tactics were superior to those of 
the British commander, but the fact re- 


seded by his second in command, Von 
Scheer’s own version of the battle may be 
found in “Germany s High Sea Fleet in 
the World War ’”’ .(1920):

THE WRECK OF THE 
POMMERN. 


SEVENTY-NINE SAVED BY 
- LIFELINE. 


The crew of the German thercantile 
schoolship Pommern, nambering 79, were 
landed at Plymouth yesterday by the Ger- 
man tug Heros, which effected their rescue 
in the English Channel on Sunday night, 
when their vessel lay helpless in the fierce 
gale. Three masts of the Pommern were 
carried away on the previous day, and her 
smashed. -The crew were 
hauled to the tug on a life-line through 
huge seas. 

Shortly after three o'clock yesterday 
afternoon the London trader Foam Queen 
succeeded in taking the Pommern in tow. 

Thrilling stories of the rescue of the] 
crew of the Pommern, including sixty-six 
cadets training for the German mercantile 
marine, were related -when they were 
Janded at Plymouth, 


24 HOURS’ ENDEAVOUR. 

The tug Heros. stood by the Pommern 
for twenty-four hours in a raging sea, and, 
after eight hours’ laborious and difficult 
work, rescued. by lifeline the whole of the 
crew and cadets, numbering seventy-nine. 
Three liners poured oil on the seas, aud 
alter several attempts a rocket was fired 
across the Pommern. Then, in-turn, each 
member of the crew leapt into the sea and 
was hauled to the tug by the lifeline, 

Captain Reimer, of the Pommérn, said 
that they were bound from Las Palmas to 
Plymouth, in ballast, when they en- 
countered the storm in the Channel. On 
Saturday the foremast and mainmast 
crashed overboard. ll the top hamper 
was carried over the side, and lay with 
the wreckage bumping into the ship. The 
Pommern gradually drifted nearer to the 
Channel Islands. 

Captain Reimer was the last to leave 
the ship. He said: “ We were fortunate 
we were not driven ashore on the Channel 
Islands. I expect that by now the 
Pommern has piled herself up on the 
French coast.” He paid a tribute to the 
work of the crew of the tug, which, he 
said, was magnificent. 

SPLENDID DISCIPLINE. 

Captain Reincke, of the tug Heros, told 
how he put out from Plymouth to help 
the barque. A terriffic storm was raging, 
and it was impossible to effect a rescue by. 
boat. It was nearly nine hours before 
Captain Reimer was hauled through the 
raging seas to the safety of the tug. 

‘* Don’t forget to say that these boys of 
the Pommern were good boys,’’ said Chief 
Officer Schade. ‘‘ For eighteen hours the 
crew of the Pommern laboured without 
sleep or food to save their ship. All the 
boats were washed away or smashed.’’ 

Dr. Hamner, who was making his first 
trip in the Pommern, ‘aid that he was 
thrilled by the wonderful display of dis- 
cipline. No one was hurt and everyone 
was cheerful The crew and cadets lost 
all their belongings. They packed them- 
selves anywhere and everywhere in the 
tug.

MOTOR TOURS IN THE FREE 


STATE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirz,—With a view to this country reaping 
a rich harvest next year from motorin 
tourists from Great Britain and abroad 
should like to make a few suggestions to the 
Irish Tourist Association and the Free State 
Government. It is generally admitted that 
we have unrivalled scenery to offer our 
visitors, and our roads have been improved 
out of recognition in the last few years. It 
only remains, therefore, to ensure the tourist 
adequate hotel accommodation and to facili- 
tate his trip in every way possible. Could 
the Tourist Association not map out eight-day 
and sixteen-day tours, starting and finishing 
at Dublin, and embracing the principal 
beauty spots of the country? There would 
be definite stopping places for every night 
of the tour, where the motorist who had 
booked the tour in advance would find 
accommodation reserved for him and his 
arty. 

If’ these tours were widely advertised, it 
is probable that the existing hotel accommo- 
dation at some of the selected stopping places 
would be inadequate to meet the 5 Bans 
made on it. At such points the Tourist 
Association ought to be in a position to 
offer hotel proprietors loans from the Govern- 
ment, at the lowest possible rate of interest, 
to enable them to enlarge and improve their 
premises or to build entirely new hotels on 
modern lines. It could be made a condition 
of the loan that all plans for additional or 
new building should be submitted to the 
Tourist Association, to be approved as being 
in line with modern requirements, 


ful consideration of our legislators in order 
to ascertain if, and how far, the principles 
embodied in it would benefit, and could be 
applied to, this country. A peculiar anomaly 
exists, as, although it is a Conservative 
measure, the strongest arguments in its 
favour are to be found in the “ Yellow ”’ 
Book issued by the Liberal Party, who now 
se the measure, 

_ the following quotations from that publica- 
tion explain the necessity for the measure. 
The present system of rating rests on “an 
extraordinarily vicious principle—so vicious 
that, if immemoria! usage did not blind our 
éyes, we should hardly tolerate it. It 
penalises enterprise. . . , A business must 
pay its rates whether it earns any profits or 
not. Rates, unlike income tax, enter directly 
into the costs of production, raising the cost 
of living and diminishing the competitive 
power of our industries.” ‘‘ Not only are 
rates heavy; their burden is spread most 
unequally between different industries and 
districts. The depression . . . during the 
past few years has led to abnormally heavy 
rates in those districts where the exporting 
industries are centered. Thus the industries 
which are the worst hit and have the greatest 
difficulties to overcome are subject to the 
heaviest deterrent.’’ “The rating system of 
this country is at present a jungle. of 
anomalies, complications and historical sur- 
vivals.”’ 

The scheme consists of two parts. The first 
is the rectification of the administrative 
areas; this is not applicable to Ireland. The 
other part consists of the de-rating of pro- 
ductive industries. Agricultural land is to be 
entirely de-rated. Railways, ironworks, 
breweries, etc., are to be de-rated to the 
extent of 75 per cent. The amount allotted to 
the railways is to go to reducing freights on 
agricultural produce and coal for ironworks 
and for export. 

A similar scheme here would, as in Eng- 
land, strike a blow at unemployment. The 
rating system lies heavy on agriculture and 
industries. It increases depression. by piling 
heavier liabilities. on shrinking profits, and 
selects for its chief prey our languishing agri- 
cultural industry. Such a scheme would in a 
way nationalise our local services. Some dis- 
tricts would lose under the new arrangements 
—probably the richer ones; and some—the 
oorer districts—would gain. This is a very 
air proposition, in the writer 's opinion. 

At all events, our central taxation 1s 
thoroughly modernised, whatever one thinks 
about it—revised from time to time, and no 
one pays under it unless one earns money or 
has money to spend. In the case of rates, 
one has to pay whether one makes a ES 
or a loss, and the amount, to be paid is likely 
to increase, owing to the local services relat- 
ing to the poor, the less the profit one makes 
owing to trade depression.—Yours, etc.,

FREE STATE CIVIL SERVANTS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sm,—I understand that. the Civil Service 
Committee, as a result of the Wigg and 
Cochrane case, is about to be re-established 
to determine the claims of civil servants who 
resign or are removed from office by the Irish 
Free State Government. Under Section 68, 
Sub-section 2, of the Government of Ireland 
Act, 1920, provision is made for a substitution 
of the Civil Service Committee for the Local 
Government Boar to determine the compen- 
sation payable to officers of local authorities, 
under the provisions of the Local Government 
(Ireland) Acts, 1898 to 1919, who retire or 
are removed from office. 

Now that the reappointment of this Com- 
mittee is about to take place, will some 
member of the Dail see that its provisions 
are made available to these officers who re- 
sign or are removed from office? It should 
not be necessary to add that the officers who 
will submit their claims are ‘“‘ existing 
officers,’’ as defined under the Local Govern- 
ment (Ireland) Acts, 1898 to 1919. It is not 
too much to ask, and when officers are re- 
moved from office, not for misconduct or 
incapacity, it is only right that they should 
get what the law provides. It is not the 
officers, who are anxious to serve, but whose 
employment is terminated, who are respon- 
sible for the big pension list.—Yours, etc.,

AN INTER-STATE PROBLEM. 


é Some time ago the Donegal County 
Council expressed anxiety regarding the 
construction of the proposed new bridge 
over the River Foyle at Londonderry, for 
which the Government has given a grant of 
a quarter of a million pounds, to replace the 
existing Carlisle Bridge. At present there 
Is an opening span which permits certain 
shipping to pass into the upper reaches of 
the river, and the Donegal people are con- 
cerned lest under the new conditions no 
provision should be made on similar lines, 
and navigation should be stopped for ever. 
A deputation was appointed to inspect the 
plans, but their investigations are need- 
less. The official Belfast Gazette, last 
Friday night, gave details of a bill pro- 
moted by the Londonderry Corporation to 
construct the new bridge, which is to have 
two roadways—upper and lower—one for 
pedestrian and general road traffic and 
the one underneath for a railway. 

_ Other particulars are published regard- 
ing tolls, rates and charges, and so forth, 
but the important matter for the in- 
habitants of Donegal is that the bill 
provides for the new bridge to be con- 
structed without any opening § span, 
which, of course, means that existing 
rights and privileges will cease to exist. 
Whether “this arrangement will inflict 
injury on Donegal is primarily for the 
authorities of that excluded Ulster county 
to say, and, if so, representations will, no 
doubt, be made in the proper quarter. An 
interesting little inter-State problem 
might arise out of the scheme regarding 
the ancient uses of waterways. However, 
as the bill will not come before the House 
of Commons until next session, its merits 
and demerits will receive ful] considera- 
tion, as the members of the Opposition 
will then have returned to their duty. It 
is expected that the work of construction 
will be commenced next May. 


GOVERNMENT THREATENED. 


The action of the Northern Government 
in decontrolling an important class of 
dwelling-house has raised a hornet’s nest 
about its ears, and the results are likely 
to be unpleasant. - Representations have 
been made by the Ulster Tenants’ Defence 
Association to the Prime Minister, draw- 
ing his attention to the injustice of re- 
moving rent restrictions, and pointing out 
that in no other part of the British Isles 
has this been done, the inhabitants of the 
Six Counties alone having been victimised 
in this respect. Events are marching 
rapidly towards a climax. The demands 
of the Association for redress have net 
been successful, and at a meeting during 
the week-end it was stated that, unless 
they are favourably considered, the 
organisation will do everything possible 
to change the Government of Northern 
Ireland at the next election. 

This is no idle threat, and, as the 
Association is both widespread and in- 
fluential, it will be able to control 
thousands of votes. One of the speakers 
said that many of the members were only 
opposed to the Government on the ques- 
tion of rent restriction, and, if the Prime 
Minister wanted their support, he must 
give them protection against the rapacity 
of landlords. They claimed nothing out- 
rageous, he added, and considered that a 
landlord should get a fair rent; but they 
protested against tenants of decontrolled 
houses having to pay two and three times 
the rent payable prior to decontrol. Mr. 
J. Gyle, J.P., and Mr. T. Henderson, 
M.P.. both spoke, and expressed their 
sympathy with the tenants, the latter 
saying that, if they wanted anything done 
in Parliament, they would have to orgamise 
and elect their own representatives. The 
tenants affected are exasperated that they 
should have been singled out for un- 


class legislation bas been raised with some 
show of justification. Expressions of dis- 
content are heard on all sides, and these 
significant signs of changing times must 
be very disquieting to those in authority. 
The great masses of the people are be- 
coming restless in consequence of so much 
squabblings and recriminations, and are 
mote or less indifferent to the political 
issues involved in the next general elec- 
tion. 

At the meeting referred to Mr. Gyle, 
who is an Independent Unionist; declared 
that the Government could no longer 
frighten them with the boundary bogey. 
There might come a time. he said, when 
the people of Ireland: would like to come 
together again; but there was no need 
to fear coercion, as the political leaders 
of all parties, both North and South, had 
admitted that unity could only come by 
mutual consent. That view .of the situa- 
tion is commending itself to the people 
generally. 


DEFINITION OF “TRAITORS.” 


Several electioneering speeches were 
made by supporters of the Government 
during the week-end, and the loyalists of 
the North were warned against the 
dangers of dissension in their ranks, 
while strong appeals were made for sup- 
port of the existing Administration. 
Speaking at Holywood, Mr. J. M. 
Andrews, the Minister of Labour, said 
that the new Ulster Liberal Association. 
though they did not openly say that they 
were in favour of an All-Ireland Parlia- 
ment, were careful not to say they were 
against it; while the Independent 
Unionists were trying to ride two horses 
at the same time, and were certain to fal] 
unless they realised their mistake before 
the catastrophe came about. He stated 
further that it was their duty faithfully to 
follow the lead of the Prime Minister, and 
he said deliberately that the loyalist, man 
or woman, who risked dividing their ranks 
was a traitor to the cause they held dear. 

These are strong words, and if they are 
true, there is quite an army of traitors in 
the North; for the local optionists have 
declared in no uncertain terms that it is a 
patriotic duty to oppose the Government 
on its policy of temperance reform. 
Other bodies have iudken in similar 
strain, and they do not consider them- 
selves ‘‘ traitors,’ but rather the reverse. 
It is all a peculiar mix-up, which will not 
be sorted out until the day of reckoning 
arrives. The situation seems to be getting 
more and more tangled with the passage 
of time, and bad feeling is entering into 
the controversy. 


“A CALL TO BATTLE.” 


At Bangor last Saturday the Marchioness 
of Londonderry, addressing a Unionist 
meeting, said that she wanted to send ont 
to them a call to battle, to real efforts 
and loyalty to their party. She paid a 
tribute to Lord Craigavon for bringing 
them through perils which were not so 
far away that they should forget them, 
and, referring to the local option cam- 
paign, said that the Premier had warned 
them that such a policy was not practical 
at the present time. Lady Londonderry 
went on to say that she did not question 
for a moment the sincerity or bona fides 
of the Rev..T. M. Johnstone—the temper- 
ance Jeader—but when he differed on a 
matter of politics from the man who had 
commanded the ship of State for seven 
years, then she suggested that they should 
follow their trusted leader and turn a 
deaf ear to Mr. Johnstone’s counsels. 
Their main policy, she added, was the 
maintenance of the Union with Great 
Britain, and no other issue must be 
allowed to place that in jeopardy. 

Lady Craigavon, at Strabane, in open- 
ing a sale of work in connection with the 
Orange Order, said that the Prime 
Minister had a)ways stated that the great 
factor which had really helped him during 
the period of his dealings with the British 
Government on the boundary question and 
other matters was that he could always 
count on the support of the Orange Order, 
the “B ” Special Constabulary and the 
women Unionists. In conclusion, she 
appealed to them all to ' come out at the 
next election and support the Prime 
Minister and his Government in the great 
work they are doing for Ulster.” Cer- 
tainly the women Unionists of Northern 
Ireland form a _ potent force in the 
political affairs of the province, and on 
them. to a large extent, will depend the 
destiny of the Six Counties. The advent 
of tens of thousands of girl voters, how- 
ever. with unformed opinions on social 
questions, presents a problem that is both 
tantalising and entertaining. To 
side will they incline?

OBJECTION TO BILL. 

“The bill, which passed the second reading 
recently in the Dail, provides that Irish shall 
be a compulsory subject at each of the three 
examinations. Your council take exception to 
this and other provisions of the bill, and are 
taking steps tu have amendments proposed 
Which will, in their opinion, render the bill 
inore acceptable to the profession and at the 
same time meet the wishes of the Dail. 

“I would like to emphasise the fact that 
Ivish has been an optional subject for twentvy- 
five years in the society’s preliminary exami- 
nation. The question of making it a com- 
pulsory subject has been considered by your 
council, but hitherto it was considered pre- 
matucve to do so.” 

IMPORTANT DECISIONS. 

In moving the adoption of the report, 
which was seconded by Mr. M. E. Knight, 
and carried unanimously, the President said: 

' During the year two important decisions 
were given, which established the fact that 
the procedure adopted in the Master’s Court 
was not in accordance with the rules. I 
refer to the decisions in the cases of ‘ Roe 
v. McMullen.” and of ‘Stokes and Wilkie.’ 
It was held in the former case that certain 
orde1s had been made by the Master in excess 
of his jurisdiction. 

Your council took the matter up at once 
and joined in a deputation to the Minister 
for Justice, as a result of which the Courts 
of Justice Act, 1928, which has become law. 
contains a clavse dealing with the difficulty 
that had arisen, and this, I think, should be 
regarded as satisfactory. The second decision. 
that in the case of ‘Stokes and Wilkie,’ 
made it clear that the system of marking 
judgment by <leiault in the High Court was 
wrong. Representations were made, as a 
result of which a formal hearing is now hel:l 
by the Master in each case, and a bill has 
been introduced in the Dail to validate the 
judgments obtained, and to prevent proceed- 
ings being taken in regard to them.” 

CIRCUIT COURT RULE. 

Refermng to the Circuit Court rules. the 
President said: “They were referred to a 
joint Committee of both Houses, and I think 
we may regard them as having been finally 
rejected. Great inconvenience is being caused 
by the absence of rules. I am unable to say 
the exact position with regard to these rules, 
but I know that the report of the committee 
has not been considered by the Dail. The 
incoming council will, I am sure, pvess for 
the making of rules as soon as possible.’ 

‘An interim report dealing with the 
bankruptcy laws alone has been issued, and 
I think that the recommendations of the 
Bankruptey Committee are generally approved 
of.” 

EXAMINER'S OFFICE. 

s At the May meeting 1 referred to the 
delays in the Examiner's Office, about which 
complaints had been made, when I stated 
that | was satisfied that any delays that 
occurred were due to insufficiency of sin” 
It will be noted that the Minister of Justice 
stated in the Dail, in response to inguiries 
on the subject, that steps were being taken 
to appoint additional staff, and I have also 
received assurances in this direction.” 

BORDER SOLICITORS. 

““A great deal of dissatisfaction has been 
expressed with the recent pronouncement that 
it is necessary for ‘existing’ solicitors whose 
rights were preserved under the Act of 1920, 
and who desire to _ practise in Northern 
Ireland and in the Free State, to take out 
certificates and pay licence duty in both the 
Free State and Northern Ireland. This 
affects the solicitors. practising near the 
border rather more seriously than those else- 
where. 

'“ You are aware from reports in the Press 
that a deputation from this Council recently 
had an interview on the subject with the 
Minister for Finance. it is hoped that, as a 
result of the representations made, relief will 
be obtained.’’ 

The President expressed his own, as well 
as the Council’s, regret at the retirement of 
Mr. MacDermott, Mr. Gamble and Mr. 
Turpin, who had so long served the profession 
so well as members of the Council. 

PEACE COMMISSIONERS. 

Mr. E. H. Burne referred to the question 
of Peace Commissioners having the right to 
make an affidavit. It had been felt, he said, 
that they had no such right, but there was 
an agitation about to have this permitted by 
the rules. Lhe rule-making authority had 
the matter under consideration. 

Mr. Reddy asked why it was that 
solicitors should have to pay £9 annual 
licence duty while every other profession, in- 
cluding doctors and dentists, went scot free.

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SEIZURE OF SHOP GOODS. 
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TYRONE GROCER’S APPEAL. 


In the Northern Court of Appeal yesterday 
judgment was delivered on the application 
for re-trial of the action in which Eva Devine, 
a grocer, of .\aghnacloy, claimed damages 
from J. M. Carson and Co., manufacturers’ 
agents, Bedford street, Belfast, for alleged 
wrongful seizure and trespass. The action 
was tried before Mr. Justice Brown and a 
jury in June last, when a verdict was given 
for the defendants, and the application for a 
re-trial was on the ground that the findings 
of the jury were against the weight ef 
evidence. Plaintiff's case was that on May 24 
last year defendants’ servants, as alleged, 
under foot of a civil bill decree against 
Patrick Devine (husband of the plaintiff), 
wrongtully entered her house and seized stock, 
furniture and effects which belonged to her, 
and they refused to give them up on demand 
and detained them until plaintiff paid £7 10s. 
under protest. The defence was a denial that 
the plaintiff was owner or tenant of the house, 
and contended that she did not own the 
stock, furniture and effects. 

Lord Justice Andrews, in delivering judg- 
ment, said that in his opinion the verdict of 
the jury could not stand. and must be set 
aside as being against the weight of evidence. 
and further that the question submitted to 
the jury did not try all the issues raised in 
the pleadings. The Court accordingly set 
aside the judgment and directed a new trial 
of the action in respect of the alleged ‘illegal 
seiznre. The plaintiff was entitled to judg- 
ment on the issue of trespass, the amount of 
damages, in deiault of agreement, to be 
found by the jury. The Court also ordered 
the costs of both parties of the first trial to 
abide the ultimate result, but in the appeal 
each party to bear its own costs. 

Lord Justice Best concurred.

The annual: ordinary general meeting of 
Venezuelan Consolidated Vilfields, Ltd., was 
held, yesterday at. Winchester House, Old 
-Broad street, London, E.C., Sir Alan H. Bur- 
goyne, M.P., M.Inst.P.T., C.Inst.M.E. (the 
Chairman), presiding. ' 

The Chairman, in moving the adoption of 
the repurt and. accounts, first explained the 
deiay which had. occurred in. the calling of 
the shareholders. together, stating that as Mr. 
Fellows and he had been going: out to 
Trinidad and Venezuela it was considered b 
the Board inadvisablz until they: returned, 
and the directors. had some. concrete sals 
to submit, that a meeting should be held. 

Having dealt with some ofthe items in the 
balance sheet, the Chairman proceeded :— 
When I was om to take. a seat on 
the Board L.asked my colleagues whether 
they would accept my suggestion that, with 
one of the managing directors, I should visit 
both ‘Trinidad ‘and Venezuela, - This visit I 
desired to make for three main reasons—in 
the first place, to inspect the properties and 
concessions already held by the company; in 
the second place, to investigate any difficul- 
ties in negotiations that were arising as the 
result of new acquisition, and to endeavour, 
by personal touch with the local Government, 
to get those difficulties removed, and, finally, 
to consider possibilities of further likely 
acquisitions, and on my return to report as 
to methods of re-financing them if, and when, 
acquired. 

Let me take, first of all, Venezuela. In 
Venezuela this company has two main 
concessions — the rivers concessions and 
the.” dealt concessions. “The  fivers  con- 
cessions’ are the high-water mark. beds of 
three rivers running into Lake Maracaibo, on 
its eastern bank. ‘They have around them 
some of the richest oil lands in Venezuela, 
a country which, as you all know, is, after 
America, the greatest oil-producing land in 
the world to-day. 

The delta concessions is 275 miles long, 
running from Punta Toco to the Island of 
Canjrejo. It is on the maritime border one 
kilowfletre out from high water. Neither of 
these has as yet leen touched, and a wise 
company, if it has working capital, should 
obviously concentrate upon those properties 
which they know to be valuable, and which 
are the easiest to deal with at any given time. 


TRINIDAD. 

With’ regard to Trinidad, let me deal first 
with the original properties upon which the 
foundation of this company was based. ‘Their 
names are the Friendship, La Resource, Mont- 
serfat, and a number of scattered sections in 
the FyZabad district. After a close inspec- 
tion’ of these properties, and after taking 
counsel with the leading experts on the 
island, we have decided that, in so far as the 
Friendship property is concerned, it would 
be foolish to waste any further money upon 
it. As to La-Resource, I am going to sug- 
gest that we should write down its value by 
50 per cent. Montserrat is not so certain; 
there are sections of it which are, un- 
doubtedly. oil-bearing, and seem worthy of 
development. In Fyzabad we have a great 
number of wells producing. Now we come to 
the Palo Seco district. This is a new dis- 
covery in Trinidad, and, undoubtedly, will 
justify the island as a great oil-producing 
colony. Prior to our departure for the West 
Indies we secured a call upon the Scheerer 
estate for £80,000. We secured the surface 
rights, but there is a certain ordinance in 
Trinidad—that it applies to-any other of our 
colonies where minerals are. found—whereby 
priority of application may possibly over-ride 
possession of the surface of the land itself. 
We discovered on. arrival that the British 
Controlled had applied before the payment of 
our- option, money for two-thirds of this par- 
ticular estate. 

In addition to this estate, we have purchased, 
and been granted, licences. to drill Jands in 
the Palo Seco district, bringing our interest 
in that particular district up to a total of | 
about 1,000 acres.

He was 
represented upon it by an alternate, who, at 
General Aranguren’s, request, has now 
resigned, and [. tender, on behalf of my 
colleagues and myself, my thanks to him for 
the very handsome manner in which he has 
given us freedom in that respect. We have 
now, however, been entirely accepted as a 
British company. I made an offer to the 
Governor in writing that in no circumstances 
whatever would 1, as Chairman, permit more 
than 25 per cent. of American interest in the 
total issued capital of the company. Actually 
to-day the alien interest is under 10 per cent. 

There still remained the difficulty of a 
possible ‘conflict as between ourselves, as tha

one another. As a result of serious efforts,

strongly recommend to you. We do it upon 
three main items, in the first place, by 
entirely writing off the Friendship Estate.

More 
companies are brought down, as I find it, by 
lack of resources than by having a little more 
than is needed. There are three great com- 
modities ‘forming national industries the de- 
mand for which must ever rise—oil, rubber 
and tin. The last two we have nothing what- 
ever to do with. But oil with them has 
become a world essential. You will notice 
that for the first time in our history the out- 
put of oil-driven ships has exceeded that of 
ships driven by steam, and weekly more 
vessels that are steam-driven derive their 
power from oil firing rather than from coal. 

With that in mind I had an opportunity 
when in Trinidad of getting into touch with 
a really big group. So struck was I by the 
possibilities that I ventured to extend my 
journey to New York, and opened direct 
negotiations—with the view of seeing if we 
could not still farther advance the policy of 
co-operation and consolidation, in which I 
have ever believed during the 25 to 50 years 
I have been in the city. If this suggestion 
comes off we shall requite a great: deal more 
money than at present proposed. That is not 
the only thing we have in mind, but it is 
the main one at the moment.

IRISH TURKEYS FOR THE 
CHRISTMAS MARKET, 


HINTS FROM THE DEPARTMENT 
OF AGRICULTURE, 


In connection with the Christmas trade in 
poultry, the Free State Department of Agri- 
ture has taken steps to impress on exporters 
the necessity for obtaining before forwarding 
consignments satisfactory assurances through 
the usual business channels as to the financial 
and commercial standing of prospective 
buvers. 

The Department of Agriculture has issúed' 
also a statement pointing’ out that serious 
injury is being done to the trade in Irish 
turkeys by producers bringing to markets 
birds that have not been fasted. ‘The. value 
of such birds is considerably reduced owing 
to rapid discolouration of the flesh after 
killing. 

Turkeys should not be fed for at least 
twelve hours before being brought to market, 
and it is very desirable that the cart in 
which they are brought should contain plenty 
of dry straw or other suitable material for 


them to rest on.
